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The history of elongated coins has a great association with Chicago. 
They (elongated coins) first appeared at the Columbian Exposition in 
Chicago in 1893; TEC was organized in 1966 (which was the last time 
the ANA held it’s convention in Chicago) and we were back again in 
1991 to celebrate our 25th anniversary. 

It was a great convention for both the ANA and TEC. Elongated coins 
were everywhere! In addition to the Official ANA elongated, the TEC 
badges and TEC hand-out coins, the following personal and store card 
coins were available. Ken Hallenbeck (ANA Centennial President), 
Ruthann Brettell (ANA Convention Co-ordinator), Michigan State 
Numismatic Society, Great Lakes Coin Co., Gary Adkins Coins, Mid 
Continent Coin Co., Frank Brazzell, Ginnie Aldridge, Angelo Rosato, 
Ralph Jobe, Jack Pryor, Ray Dillard and the ANA Anniversary Silver 

Dollar. 

And if that wasn’t enough, I was asked to roll 600 quarters and some 
nickels (I ran out of quarters.) to be placed at each place seting at 
the banquet. — I think that all will agree that our hobby was well 
represented! 

When I first located our booth I was surprised to find that we were 
not on the Demonstration Midway as we were supposed to be. We were on 
the Club Midway instead. I couldn’t find anyone to change it so I 
went ahead and set up. Later, I was asked if I wanted to move, but I 
decided that it would be too much trouble. As it developed, we got 
much more traffic where we were, so it turned out for the best. 

It was a busy week. The records are not clear for reasons that T w { ll 
explain later, but we sold approximately 500 ANA elongated cents, 150 
ANA 6-coin sets of the TEC hand-out coin, and gave away several 
thousand coins. (TEC hand-out, Michigan State Numismatic Society and 
personals by Angelo Rosato and myself.) Plus - 500 copies of a 
special ANA issue of TEC News. Several thousand additional coins were 
handed out in the Hospitality Room.

Our Board of Directors met on Thursday, August 15th. It was well 
attended and we reviewed and formulated items to be presented at our 
Membership Meeting which followed immediately in the same room.

The ceremony had been planned long in advance, but 
was a well-kept secret. It was a complete surprise to Reva. We are 
very proud and fortunate to have Reva on our team of officers. 

The members voted to award an Honorary Life Membership to Angelo 
Rosato in recognition of his major contribution to the hobby as author 
and publisher of "The Encyclopedia of the Modern Elongated". This 
book was 22 years in the making.

It was announced that all of the existing Officers and Directors had 
accepted nominations to succeed themselves for another two year term 
and that there were no other candidates. Considering this, the Chair 
stated that it had ben decided to avoid the expense of a formal 
election and suggested that the existing officers should be delared re¬ 
elected by acclimation.

It was also announced that Jim Singleton had decided not to continue 
as Editor of TEC News. This will be his last issue and I will take 
full responsibility for it being late.

It was further announced that Ginnie Aldridge will continue to serve 
as Club Historian. 

The Treasurer’s Report indicated that our Treasury was holding it’s 
own as a result of money making projects but was losing money on each 
new member due to rising postage and printing costs. A special 
committee appointed earlier to study the problem recommended doubling 
the annual dues from $5.00 to $10.00 for regular membership $2.50 to 
$5.00 for Juniors. Dues increases are never popular but after 
reasonable discussion it was overwhelmingly approved by the members 
present. This is the first increase in over 10 years that I have been 
a member of TEC. 

A proposal on Paid Life Memberships appeared destined for defeat and 
was tabled for further study. 

Members and quests were given the chance to purchase original artwork 
and cancelled dies by Lloyd Wagaman. Lloyd was a talented designer 
and hand engraver of many classic elongated coins, but is no longer 
active. He is also a Charter Member and was the second President of 
TEC. The sale of these items at $1.00 each, along with a lively 
auction raised almost $300.00 for our treasury. The only available 
1991 Enameled Silver Convention Badge brought a record price of 
$70.00. 

The $300.00 total was also a record. We are greatful to all that 
donated auction items. Frank Brazzell did not attend the convention. 
However, the goodie bags he sent for hand-outs were appreciated, as 
were the coins and cards provided by Angelo Rosato and the coins 
provided by Ralph Jobe. 

Our hotel accomodations were outstanding. Although we were seven 
miles from the convention center, not enough can be said about the 
comfort, free breakfast, parking, shuttle service and other perks, all 
at convention rates. The Hampton Inn is highly recommended as an 
economy hotel. 

After the convention, Carl Neal and I drove to lola, Wisconsin for "A 
Day in lola" and were guests of Numismatic News and Krause 
Publications. It was like a continuation of the convention, only 
nothing was for sale. Over 300 Conventioneers made the trio. 
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The day consisted of a tour of their mammoth facilities, continuous 
refreshments, good food, good cheer, fun, relaxation and 
entertainment, capped off with a steak dinner late in the dav. Chet 
Krause and his staff were gracious hosts. 

The day also provided the opportunity to mingle with friends and 
business associates under more casual circumstances. I was surprised 
to learn of all the different hobby publications that Krause 
Publications are involved with, other than coins. 

Appreciation: I know that the members of TEC want to .join me in 
expressing appreciation to Jim and Sandy Singleton for the outstanding 
service that they have given to our organization over the last two 
years. I am sure that most are aware that even though Jim was the 
official Editor, Sandy did a lot of the work. Actually, that is the 
main reason that Jim requested to be replaced. Sandy has returned to 
the work force after taking time to raise her children. Along with 
other duties, Jim found it more than he wanted to handle without her 
full time assistance. We hate to see you go, but wish you well in 
your endeavors. TEC has prospered from the efforts of both of you. 
Thanks very much for your dedicated service. 

Condolences: The convention went well, but all did not end well I 

am sure that most of you are aware of the tragic accident befallen the 
Wilkinsons! 

Don and Gin traveled extensively before and after the convention 
visiting friends and relatives, including an overnight stay at our 
house. After being gone for three weeks they were in an auto accident 
less than 150 miles from home. The family reports that Gin was 
driving and apparently fell asleep at the wheel. They went off the 
road and hit a tree. Gin was killed and Don was seriously injured, 
including a crushed hip, with his leg broken in two places. This 
happened at 3:00a.m. Saturday, August 31st. They were so close to 
home that they had decided to drive straight through and avoid 
spending another day on the road. What a tragedy and terrible shock! 

Neither Don nor Gin are from the New Orleans area. Gin's funeral will 
be delayed until Don can attend. She will be buried in tne Wi’xinscn 
family plot in Door Village which is a suburb of LaPorte, Indiana.

His spirits are 
as good as can be expected, but the funeral for Gin has again been 
delayed. It is now scheduled for late October. Don, I know that all 
members of TEC join with me in this expression of sympathy to you and 
your family and extend wishes for your speedy recovery. (Members are 
urged to send their personal messages to either the hospital or the 
home address.)

After a settling period the family will 
attempt to get things straightened out and Lowell Lundberg has 
volunteered to assist in any way that he can. Lowell is an 
experienced Secretary for several fraternal organizations and is a 
reasonably close neighbor of the Wilkinsons. 

I sincerely appreciate the offers of temporary help that we have 
received to date, and solicit a volunteer to fill the important off.ce 
of Secretary of TEC.

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Lais Imogen "Ginnie" Hales Wilkinson, 59, of Metairie, Louisiana, 
died August 31, 1991 from injuries received in an automobile 
accident near Hattiesburg, Mississippi. Her husband, Don, is 
currently being treated at East Jefferson Hospital in Metairie. 

Ginnie was born December 26, 1931 in Logan, Utah, the daughter 
of H. Lee and Lais Vernon Hales. She is a 1949 graduate of Logan 
High School. On December 30, 1950 she married Don Alvan Wilkinson, 
a World War II veteran and recent graduate of Utah State University. 
Shortly thereafter, he received his commission in the U.S. Army. 

They moved constantly within the United States and overseas in 
the following years, expanding their family quickly along the way. 
The birthplaces of their five children - Kansas, Virginia,

In several of the overviews in my 
book, the ENCYCLOPEDIA OF THE MODERN 
ELONGATEDS, there are numerous detailed 
accounts and observations made referring 
to replicas, reproductions, look alikes, 
and copies. A review of the chapter will 
make it unnecessary to explain here the 
various interpretations that separate 
each of the categories. 

Unfortunately re-rolled productions 
have occasionally been confused as 
"copies" or as "non-originals." As anno¬ 
tated and greatly emphasized in my book, 
a lapse in time does not constitute elon- 
gateds as copies of the initial or any 
other former subsequent production runs. 
Any specimen rolled at any time after 
a previous issuance is no more than a 
duplicate ; the very same as the first, 
provided there were no alterations to 
the die: It's that simple! 


In order to' understand and define what exactly is a "re-roll," 
one has to analyze what exactly is an "original." As mentioned, 
"time span" is the only condition that separates the two. For all 
intended purposes, each is the same in every detail whether it 
be an introductory specimen (so called "original") or one re¬ 
rolled hours, days, weeks, or years later. If, in the interim 
however, there are slight varients, such as re-engravings or 
slight blemishes, these then are to be considered a new variety: 
an example will follow shortly.

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Recently, interested in the Lord's Prayer elongateds (both in 
the oldies and moderns), I was successful in a mail bid. The elon¬ 
gated was listed in my book as MIS-6. And because it was not 
listed in Dow's first book, it has since been listed in the re¬ 
vised book by Martin/Dow as LPdbHDPG—9. Upon the acquisition I 
quickly noted it to be a re-roll. It was rolled on a 1965 cent. 
Further study, however, revealed it to be an unlisted re-roll. 
The 4 dots in the dotted border at the very bottom were partially 


obliterated to create a better start-slot. As a happy find, the 
unlisted piece will be listed as MIS-6a in a future supplement 
(see illustration). - Incident ly, the bid price paid was fair 
(75C). 

In order to place some justification about the re-roll alterca¬ 
tions, there must be a discussion concerning both price and when 
the issue was first introduced. Since space is of essence for TEC 
News articles, more will be said in forthcoming newsletters. Mean¬ 
while, and not to belabor a point, the fact must again be stressed 
that all elongateds, no matter when rolled, are true originals. 
- If any member who has not ordered a copy of the ENCYCLOPEDIA 
OF THE MODERN ELONGATED, you may order at a discount savings of 
$40 off the list price. See order details in the classified ad 
elsewhere in this newsletter. My book annotates almost 100 re¬ 
rolled specimens . Tragically, dealers are listing many of these 
same production pieces and treating them as specimens rolled prior 
to the modern era. Asking prices range from a few dollars per and 
up to $35. - As a collector, are you aware of the originals as 
to those re-rolled? 

There is no way of knowing what happened to the hundreds of 
dies employed for the fabrication of elongated coins before World 
War I. Re-rolls made their very first appearance in 1962 when Ray 
Loutzenhiser at Yakima, Washington became the owner of several 
older dies (RES-14,16.22,34,50,60,64 ) . Loutzenhiser did not, how¬ 
ever, offer many of the elongateds from those dies because he felt 
most of them to be obsolete, but a few did reach a handful of 
collectors as illustrated in Fig. 275 in my book on page 221. 

In the late 1950s several die hubs made by Charles F. Damm were 
obtained by Charles H. Lipsky at Galesburg, Indiana. Lipski 
secretly re-rolled hundreds of specimens from the dies. Incon¬ 
spicuously, the rollings were released and they were quitely 
distributed by Charles R. Mullin from Staten Island, N.Y. Mullin 
did not publicize the elongateds as re-rolls. Many were rolled 
on large cents and early two-cent pieces. With the dies still 
extant , many of these specimens are being offered as high as $45. 
The sad part of this is that the dealers offering them on their 
listings are not aware themselves that many are re-rolls. Only 
through the many years of research for my book and the use of same 
can a collector be certain of his older and some modern acquisi¬ 
tions. -- As a bit of trivia, note the three Charles: Charles the 
die maker; Charles the re-roller, and Charles the distributor. 

There has been enormous condemnation when individuals have paid 
large sums of money for specimens, only to find out later the dies 
were never destroyed. Unfortunately, in these instances the value 
of the elongated must revert to the current market value. For the 
novice, there is always the risk. The collector must administer 
caution; the responsibility is their own. The collector should 
contemplate sensibly on price, and seriously take into account 
the sources, whether it be dealer or a fellow collector. - There 
are many other reasons why some collectors persisted over matters 
of the so-called "original" over those re-rolled. In the next TEC 
News, I hope to focus on some of those ideas. 


AN ALBERT EINSTEIN ELONGATED 
by Harry Flower Tec #644 
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As a tribute to the great physicist, Albert Einstein, this collec¬ 
tor has issued the above illustrated elongated. It was rolled on six 
different coins and on one token.

In addition to elongateds he also collected the coins, medals, 
plaques, tokens, ingots and paper money that feature the likeness of 
or has reference to Einstein. This collection was cataloged and de¬ 
scribed in the article "Numismatic Tributes to Albert Einstein" that 
was published in THE NUMISMATIST , January & February 1987. 

To the writer's knowledge the above new issue is the second Ein¬ 
stein Elongated. The first Einstein Elongated was issued by Elmer 
Anderson of Warwick, RI in March 1979, F#51. 

This new elongated features Einstein’s famous equation "E = me 2 " 
in the center. Curved above within the elliptical chain border is 
"WORLDS MOST FAMOUS EQUATION" and at the botton is "ALBERT EINSTEIN 
1879 - 1955". On the left just outside the border, are two tiny, 
letters "H" and "F" arranged vertically, the designer's initials. 

The equation itself expresses the relationship between mass and 
energy. In this mass-energy equation "E = me 2 " , "E" represents energy 
(expressed in ergs) is equal to the mass "m" (expressed in grams) 
multiplied by "c 2 ", the square of the speed of light (expressed in 
centimeters per second). As the velocity of light is very great, it is 
immediately noted that a very small amount of mass is equivalent to an 
enormous amou.it of energy. The end result was of course, the develop¬ 
ment of the atomic bomb and the destruction of Hiroshima and Nagasaki. 

The Einstein Equation Elongateds were issued in July 1991, designed 

by Harry Flower and engraved and rolled by Frank Brazzell.
